Notes/Comments

The Cypress SA has started the dissolution process and is the first SA in Orange County to do so.
This process involves working with the County Auditor Controller and has been delayed. Additional
personnel resources will be necessary to complete the dissolution process, which is expected to occur
prior to December 31, 2021.

The Cypress SA legal counsel is working with the CAC's counsel on the dissolution process, which
involves gaining approval from various State and Federal agencies. These legal services are
necessary the process is completed timely and in accordance with all laws and requirements.

The Cypress SA's 20-21 ROPS was filed under the assumption the SA would be dissolved in early FY
2020-21, therefore no amounts were requested as part of the 20-21 ROPS filing. However, the
dissolution process has been delayed and will extend into FY 2021-22. These land lease payments
remain an obligation of the SA and will be requested as part of the ROPS process until the SA is
officially dissolved.
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
